I have just been reading from 
Judges 5:20 the exultant song of 
triumph that the prophetess De- 
borah sang after one of the big- 
gest military upsets in all history. 
You will remember that Sisesa 
came forward with an imposing 
string of victories behind him. The 
best Israel could produce was to 
oppose him with Barak, a general 
who had no victories and no ex; 
perience of any kind. Not only so, 
but Barak was a downright cow- 
ard.. He said to Deborah, “If thou 
wilt go with me, then I will go: 
but if thou wilt not go with me, 
then I will not go” (Judges 4:8). 
The woman had to go up with 
the general in order for him to 
fight. Furthermore, he had no 
war machines, to speak of; and 
Sisera had nine hundred iron 
chariots and an unbroken string 
of victories extending down 
through a period of twenty years. 
Yet somehow Barak beat him. 


You say, “How in the world 
could this unknown defeat this 
seasoned campaigner of twenty 
years? The answer is, according to 
the prophetess, that Barak did not 
beat him. She said, ‘We had 
nothing to do with it. The stars 
in their courses fought against 
Sisera. God was against him.’ And 
if God was against him, he could 
not win. He was a defeated man 
before he ever stepped on the field 
of battle. 

Now why do the stars fight 
against a man? Why did they 
fight against Sisera? First of all, 
the character of his cause was the 
reason he simply could not win.

Europe. Then we saw Heaven 
step in and start to fight.

history when the English Channel 
was as smooth as glass. Yet with 
all the calm weather, there was 
a low flying fog so that the Ger- 
man bombers could not hit them.

his grace, we should be made 


heirs according to the hope of eternal life.”—-Titus 3:7. 


Titus was a young minister set in charge of the churches 
on the Island of Crete, in the Mediterranean, near the mouth 
of the Aegean Sea. But Paul, now advanced in years and 
soon to finish his course, is traveling in Macedonia, and ad- 


dresses this letter to his son 


in the faith, telling him how 


he ought to behave himself in the house of God. In other 
words, he is exhorting and instructing Titus as to the way 
in which he, in turn,‘should exhort and instruct the different 
classes of Christians under his charge. It is in connection 
with these exhortations and instructions that he gives us in 
chapter 8 this wonderful salvation classic, as it might be 
called, and which, in a few verses, reveals the whole scheme 
of the gospel, from the beginning to the end, from the start 
to the finish. It commences thus: 


“Put them in mind to be sub-; 


ject to principalities and powers, 
to obey magistrates, to be ready 
to every good work, to speak ev- 
il of no man, to be no brawlers, 
but gentle, showing all meekness 
unto all men. For we ourselves al- 
so were sometimes foolish, diso- 
bedient, deceived, serving divers 
lusts and pleasures, living in mal- 
ice and envy, hateful and hating 
one another, But after that the 
kindness and love of God our Sav- 
jour toward man appeared, not 
by works of righteousness which 
we have done, but according to 
his merey he saved us, by the 
wash'‘ng of regeneration, and re- 
newing of the Holy Ghost; which 
he shed on us abundantly through 
Jesus Christ our Saviour; that 
being justified by his grace, we 
should be made heirs according to 
the hope of eternal life. This Is a 
faithful saying, and these things 
I will that thou affirm constantly, 
that they which have believed in 
God might be careful to main- 
tain good works, These things are 
good and profitable unto men.”

“For we ourselves also were 
sometimes foolish, disobedient, de- 
ceived, serving divers lusts and 
pleasures, living in malice and 
envy, hateful, and hating one an- 
other.”

And this indeed means every one 
of us as we were by nature, and 
before we accepted Jesus Christ 
as our Lord and Saviour—a des- 
cription, too, of every man and 
woman and child who is yet out of 
Christ. Look at it in detail. “We 
were sometimes foolish.” “Some- 
times” really means ‘“‘all the time’”’ 
—from our physical birth to our 
spiritual rebirth in Christ. We 
were foolish, not in the sense of 
imbecility,. but in that indicated 
in the next word, “disobedient.” 
No man is so foolish as he who 
disobeys God in anything.

because we were “deceived,” de- 
ceived by sin, by Satan, by the 
glamour of the world, by the dark- 
ness and ignorance of our own 
hearts. It is because we were 
thus deceived that we were diso- 
bedient to God. But being deceiv- 
ed, we were doing what? “Serv- 
ing divers lusts and pleasures.” 
In other words, instead of serving 
God we were serving ourselves. 
The word “lusts” must not be tak- 
en in the limited sense now used 
of unchasteness, but in the broad- 
er sense, as including all desires 
and gratifications contrary to the 
will of God for us. We were seek- 
ing to do our own will, and to 
please ourselves in all things. As 
the result, we were “living in mal- 
ice and envy.” This must be true 
in the very nature of the case. If 
I am serving my lusts and pleas- 
ures, and you are doing the same, 
of course I am crossing your liries 
continually and you are crossing.- 
mine. And if this be true, then, 
necessarily, we are “living in mal- 
ice and envy.” And because we 
are thus living we are “hateful,” 
full of hate ourselves, and objects 
of hate on the part of others. And 
so the picture concludes with the 
declaration that we were “hating 
one another.” 


Let no man say that this is not 
a true description of what he was 
before he found Christ. Indeed, if 
he has really found Him, he will 
admit its truth to the uttermost, 
and if he denies it, it might well 
be regarded as an evidence that he 
is still in his sins. An illustrative 
incident occurs to me. I had my 
picture taken with a group of 
gentlemen on a certain occasion, 
and on seeing it was particularly 
impressed with its good appear- 
ance. Now, like most public men 
in these modern days, I am called 
upon frequently for a photograph 
for advertising purposes, so that 
it has become necessary to have 
a supply on hand.: But also like 
many of them, I dislike having a 
picture taken. Therefore, on be- 
holding this, an idea came to me. 
If the artist could cut me out from 
the group in some way, and run 
off a number of copies of myself 
alone, it would save me the incon- 
venience of sitting again for sev- 
eral years. 

Entering the studio and laying 
down the picture, I explained the 
object of my visit. “Oh,” said the 
lady in attendance, “if you will

tleman in the group by my side, 
—‘how he squints.” 

“Oh, but you also squint,” she 
said. “Please look at yourself 
through this,” handing me a small 
magnifying glass. 

I looked, and happily, just then, 
another client entered the room, 
attracting the lady’s attention. 
Whereupon, improving the oppor- 
tunity, and leaving the picture on 
the counter, I turned my back up- 
on it, walking .down the stairs 
as quietly as if they were car- 
peted with velvet. The Spirit of 
God, taking advantage of the oc- 
casion also, seemed to be hammer- 
ing into my conscience those sol- 
emn words of Romans 3:19: “Now 
we know that what things soever 
the law saith, it saith to them 
who are under the law: that every 
mouth may be stopped, and all the 
world may become guilty before 
God.” I had a revelation of sin, the 
sin in my own heart and life, 
brought home to me that day, 
such as I had not for many days. 

And it is something like that 
I would do for you just now. I 
would put the magnifying glass 
of God’s Word, so much of it as 


‘is found in this single verse, upesa 


your hearts and conscience, that 
you might see yourselves by nature 
as God sees you, and be thus pre- 
pared to hearken to and appreciate 
the offer of His grace. We have 
here, in the second place, our 
change from nature to grace: 


“But after that the kindness and 
love of God our Saviour toward 
man appeared, not by works of 
righteousness which we have done, 
but according to his mercy he 
saved us, by the washing of re- 
generation and renewing of the 
Holy Ghost; which he shed on us 
abundantly through Jesus Cart 
our Saviour.” 


Observe the source of our 
change—the kindness and love of 
God, the means, the regeneration 
and renewing of the Holy Ghost, 
and the ground, the finished work 
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of Jesus Christ. 

Let us consider the source. The 
“kindness” of God means His kind- 
ness in a general sense towards 


all. The “love of God our Saviour. 


toward man” means that kindness 
in the special sense of the salva- 
tion He has provided for lost sin- 
ners. The word “appeared’”’ is in- 
teresting. God’s kindness and love 
were seen in the Old Testament 
days as well as in the New, but 
it was then like the dawn of a 
new day which now has reached 
its noontide. It has now appeared. 
That the kindness and the love 
of God is expressed in mercy is 
emphasized by the declaration that 
it was “not by works of rightequs- 
ness which we have done .. . he 
saved us.” In other words, His 
salvatién is a free gift without 
merit or deserving on our part. 


Let us consider the means. 
There are two things which the 
Holy Ghost does, or is doing, to 
bring about our change from na- 
ture to grace; the first is our re- 


generation; the second, our renew-- 


al. The first refers to our new 
birth, our becoming new creatures 
in Christ Jesus; while the second 
means the maintenance of that 
new life thus begun in Christ Je- 
sus. 

Take the analogy of our ‘physi- 
cal life. A child is just born into 
the world. He has life, but it must 
be maintained and continued from 
day to day, and week to week, and 
month to month, and year to year, 
if he shall live; and his Creator 
has made provision for it. But 
what is true in the-physical is true 
as well in the spiritual sense. 
When God begins this new work 
in us, He perfects it unto the day 
of Jesus Christ. He not only re- 
generates, but renews from day 
to day, and week to week, and 
month to month, and year to year. 
Ah, no unsaved man need hesi- 
tate to commit himself to Jesus 
Christ for salvation! God not only 
regenerates the believer, makes 
him entirely over, creating within 
him a new, heart and renewing 
within him a right spirit, but con- 


' tinually gives him a supply of the 


Spirit of Christ Jesus, that he may 


| be able to please Him in all things. 


This leads us to consider the 
ground. This regeneration and re- 
newing of the Holy Ghost is what 
God has shed upon us abundantly 
through Jesus Christ our Saviour. 
You remember that John the Bap- 


| tist, in witnessing to Jesus as ‘“‘the 


Lamb of God, which taketh away 
the sin of the world,” said that 
He was the One who baptized with 
the Holy Ghost. “therefore being 
by the right hand of God exalted, 
and having received of the Father 
the promise of the Holy Ghost, 
he hath shed forth this, which ye 
now see and hear.” There words 
were spoken by Peter on the day 
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until this God has been pouring 
out the Holy Ghost as the result 
of the finished work of Jesus on 
the cross, regenerating and renew- 
ing His people. 

Notice, therefore, how~ our 
change from nature to grace is 
the work of the triune God. God 
the Father, loving us and express- 
ing His mercy towards us; God 
the Son, dying for us upon the 
cross, and purchasing us with His 
own blood; and God the Holy|. 
Ghost, taking of the things of 
Christ and showing them unto us, 
regenerating and renewing us in 


the strength of God from day to/| be 


day. What a God and Saviour we 
have! What a salvation is this 
which God has given us in Christ! 

Finally, we have our condition 
by grace: 

“That being: justified by his 
grace, we should be made heirs 
according to the hope of eternal 
life. This is a faithful saying, and 
these things I will that thou af- 
firm constantly, that they which 
have believed in God. might be 
careful to maintain good works. 
These things are good and profit- 
able unto men.” 

Observe that our condition by 
grace is one of freedom, we have 
been “justified by his grace”; one 
of hope, “we have been made heirs 
according to the hope of eternal 
life’; and one of obligation, “that 
they which have believed in God 
might be careful to maintain good 
works.” 

Look at the condition of free- 
dom: “That being justified by his 
grace.” What is the meaning of 
“justified?” Some think that to 
be “justified” is simply to be for- 
given. But the word represents 
something greater still. The just- 
ified man, and he is every man 
who has come to God in Christ, 
is not only forgiven but regarded 
in God’s sight as though he had 
never sinned. He is a man against 
whom God has no charge to lay 
forever. 

I have seen this illustrated by 
the case of the French military 
officer, Captain Dreyfus. You re- 
member that he was charged with 
selling French military secrets to 
the German army and court-mar- 
tialed for it. And because he was 
a Jew his hearing was utterly un- 
fair, and in the face of evidence 
he was accounted guilty, and ban- 
ished to Devil’s Island, But there 
were friends who kept agitating 
for a second trial, and when this 
was had, again in the face of evi- 
dence, he was found guilty. Now, 
however, the President of France, 
to save the face of the nation, 
pardoned him. Captain Dreyfus 
was free. He could go where he 
pleased and do what he liked. 

But he is not satisfied with par- 
don; nor are his friends, nor a 
large portion of France satisfied 
with it. The whole world, indeed, 
has awakened to the unfairness of 
the judgment, and cried out for 
another trial that the pardoned 
man might be justified. The third 
trial is granted, and at last Cap- 


tain Dreyfus is “justified” of the 


crime. He is not pardoned now, 
but something different and some- 
thing better. He is now regarded 
in the eyes of France and of.the 
world as one who never commit- 
ted the crime. There are only two 
ways in which a man can be just- 
ified of a crime. One is on the 
ground of innocence, the other on 
the ground of paying the penalty 
for it. Captain Dreyfus was 
justified on the ground of in- 
nocence, for he was innocent. You 
and I cannot be justified of sin 
on the ground of innocence, for 
we are not innocent, but guilty.

Christ are justified on the other 
ground that we have paid ‘the 
penalty of our sins, every par- 
ticle of it, not in and of our- 
selves, but in the person of our 
substitute, who died “the just for 
the unjust, that he might bring 
us to God.” Glory to God for a 
salvation that not only pardons, 
but justifies! 

But our condition by nature is 
also one of hope. We are “made 
heirs according to the hope of 
eternal life,” or, as the Revised 
Version, puts it, “that we might 
be made heirs of eternal life, ac- 
cording to hope.” That is, we are 
already heirs of eternal life, only 
as yet we have not entered unto 
the full consummation of it, nor 
shall we do so until our bodies 
are raised from the dead,- and 
glorified, like unto Christ’s own 
glorious body. But although we 
have not as yet entered into that 
fullness of eternal life, we are, 
nevertheless, heirs of it, according 
to hope. We have the hope of it 
in our hearts based on the prom- 
ises of a God who cannot lie. Now, 
God might have forgiven us with- 
out justifying us, and He might 
have justified us without making 
us heirs of eternal life; but He 
has been pleased to do all that. 
“The Spirit himself beareth wit- 
ness with our spirit, that we are 
the children of God, and if children 
then heirs; heirs of God, and joint- 
heirs with Jesus Christ; if so be 
that we suffer with him, that we 
may be also glorified together.” 

Of what is Jesus Christ heir? 
The Scriptures tell us that as the 
God-man He “hath been appoint- 
ed heir of all things.” If, then, we 
are joint-heirs with Him, what He 
has we have throughout eternity! 

Finally, our condition is one of 
obligation. And how simple and 
practical the obligation is, namely, 
“that they which have believed 
in God might be careful to main- 
tain good works.” 
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.  Spirit-filled Speakers 


He does not say “great works.” 
There are few of us who could 
maintain them. We cannot all 
build hospitals. and churches, or 
give up our lives to work on the 
foreign field. But while we cannot 
do great works, there is none of 
us who cannot maintain good 
works if we desire. Moreover, the 
Spirit of God intimates just what 
He means by good works, which 
are the common, everyday things 
that you and I have the opportuni- 
ty and ability to do, if we will. He 
does this in the preceding chapter. 

Here are the “good works”— 
sobriety, tentperateness, soundness 
in the: faith, in love, m patience, 
not falsely accusing one another, 
not being given to wine; loving 
one’s husband and children, be- 
ing discreet, chaste, workers at 
home; not purloining, if servants, 
but showing all good fidelity; obe- 
dient to employers, pleasing them 
well in all things, and adorning the 
doctrine of our God and Saviour. 

And notice another thing. Notice 
where the Spirit of God puts the 
good works! He does not put them 
before salvation, but after it. In 
this. we see the difference between 
the religion of God and the many 
religions of men. Every natural 
religion, every religion of the 
world, puts work first, and salva- 
tion afterwards. God only puts sal- 
vation first, and good works after- 
wards. 

He does not say: “Be careful to 
maintain good works, that is, cease 
being foolish, disobedient, deceived, 
and serving divers lusts and pleas- 
ures, living in malice and envy, 
hateful, and hating one another, 
and I will be kind to you, and love 
you and show mercy unto you.” 
The world and its false religions 
would say that. But He says: “You 
are foolish, you are disobedient, 
you are deceived, you are serving 
divers lusts and pleasures, you 
are living in malice and envy, 
hateful, and hating one another. 
Yet, nevertheless, I love you, I 
have mercy on you, I give my only 
begotten Son to die for you, I 
save you, I regenerate you, I re- 
new you, I justify you, I make you 
an heir of “eternal life—now be 
careful to maintain good works!” 
He puts us first in a place where 
we can do good works, and then 
says: “Be careful to do them.” 

This is the salvation from start 
to finish, from the beginning to 
the end of it. 
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Church has there ever been such 
crowds and interest as there was 
in this meeting. From the first 
morning service they came with 
ever increasing numbers. The last 
two morning services exceeded 
three hundred, with many business 
places closing for an hour. On the 
two week ends (Saturday and 
Sunday) at the evening service, we 
were unable to seat the people. 


“I have never seen any man 
give himself so completely, and ex- 
pend so much physical energy as 
does Brother Comer. His messages 
were powerful, pointed, and practi- 
cal. As'a result of this great meet- 
ing more than a hundred rededi- 
cated and reconsecrated'§ their 
lives. Sixty-one pledged to tithe; 
108 individuals pledged to erect 
family altars; ' who had 
never prayed in public are now 
able to pray without embarrass- 
ment. The Sunday school has been 
growing-in attendance almost 
every Sunday, and despite the rain 
on the last Sunday of the revival 
we had 317 in Sunday school.

“We received fifteen by pro- 
fession of faith and baptism into 
the Church and ten by transfer 
and renewing of their vows, mak- 
ing a total of twenty-five with five 
joining other churches ‘as a result 
of the Revival.

Comer (Box 5889, Dallas, Texas) 
to any Methodist Church that 
wants an old-time revival of heart- 
felt religion. He is a friend of sin- 
ners, but hates sin.” 


Ray Cutchin Blessed in 
Northstar Meetings

way. He had one thousand picked 
troops ready for a charge. He said,

The British had been defeated, 
apparently; and as they retreated 
they salted their wells so that 
the Germans could not get fresh 
water. Then they laid new lines, 
new water mains, in order to 
get some water for their own 
troops. Suddenly as Rommel’s 
troops advanced, parched with 
thirst, they saw these pipes laid 
out in the desert. Some of you 
may have read what happened. 
They took their rifles and nicked 
the tops of the pipes. They said, 
‘We've got to have water!” They 
nicked the tops of the pipes in 
a hundred different places. Then 
the thousand troops ran forth. 
But what they did not know was 
this: the British troops, in order 
to conserve water, were sending 
salt water through the mains in 
order to test them. And when the 
German troops tasted the salt wa- 
ter and realized that their thirst 
could not be slaked, one thousand 
of them put their hands up over 
their heads, went forward and 
instantly surrendered. 

You say, “That is an amazing 
thing; what made that freak play 
in the war?” We answer that God 
was fighting against the forces of 
Germany and they simply could 
not win.

If you 
ask me why Robert E. Lee was de- 
feated, I answer that he could 
not win while he was on the side 
he was on and while God was in 
the field. You will remember that 
he espoused the cause of state 
rights, and in our day of unwieldly 
central government a number of 
us would say that he was dead 
right there. But, my friends, the 
moment slavery became involved, 
God was moving in the other di- 
rection.

ments of our history. There was 
that hour when the Lord Jesus 
stood before Pilate. Do you rea- 
lize that a million mothers might 
have named their babies Pontius 
after one of the greatest judges of 
all history. But they did not do 
it. Why? Because he failed to 
see in which direction God was 
moving. 

Again, we find that hour when 
the Lord Jesus stood before Herod 
and yet said not one single, soli- 
tary word. You say, “Why did He 
not try to save Herod? Why did 
He stand there absolutely silent? 
In that hour when Herod had be- 
headed John the Baptist, Herod 
had declared war against Heaven 
itself.” The power of Heaven it- 
self was against him, and the 
Lord Jesus knew it. 

Then there was the rich young 
ruler. You remember how he stood 
before our Lord and our Lord 
loved him when he said to him, 
“One thing thou lackest.” The 
young man nearly joined the 
march of the stars that day—but 
not quite.

May I just. say one thing 
straight to your heart? Sinners, 
all of them, want deliverance from 
Hell. They all want comfort but 
they do not want it on the terms 
of the gospel. They say, “I want 
to live my life for myself and have 
Jesus, too.”

and then at the night hour at 
the Midwest Bible Church. One 
afternoon I came into my hotel 
and God led me to change my 


‘message for that evening hour. I 


just could not get any peace. My 
wife said, ‘Dear, you promised to 
show me the city.” 

I said, “I know it, but I can’t 
get any peace about this evening 
message.” After praying for two 
hours and a half I. changed the 


message. 

That. night in the Midwest 
Church when I got up to preach 
a woman broke down and began 
to sob. Later she was one of 
the number who came forward. 
When I stepped out to deal with 
her she said, “Preacher, earlier 
in the day I started to take my 
own life. In order to get courage 
I turned on the radio to get music. 
But I did not get music; I got the 
broadcast of the Christian Busi- 
ness Men’s Committee. I said in 
my heart, ‘Though God isn’t real 
to me, He is real to that man.. I 
am going to listen to see where 
he will be preaching — tonight.’

United States to her knees? First 
we had the most awful depression 
we have ever known and then the 
most bloody war in mankind's 


history. Yet we are farther away. 


from God than ever. Oh, for a 
mighty, soul-stirring, Holy Ghost, 
Christ-exalting, Devil-defeating 
New Testament revival! 

When over half our population 
never enter church doors; when 
there are over half a million sa- 
loons in our land, with more bar- 
maids than college girls, it is time 
for revival. When Christians no 
longer have family altars and our 
home life is a thing of the past, 
with children disobedient to par- 
ents, it is time for a spiritual a- 
wakening. Today too many par- 
ents are not en spanking terms 
with their children. 

I had lunch in a Montana home. 
Four teen-age girls rushed into 
the house while I was there. Sob- 
bing, said that while they were 
walking down main street, four 
school boys invited them to a 
ride. They had driven out to a se-. 
cluded spot near this home and 
given the order, “Do things or 
else,” and these girls had run 
away to the first house’ they 
saw. 

I wonder why such parents are 
unconcerned as to where their 
children are and what they are 
doing? When the devilish doctrine 
of evolution is loudly proclaimed 
in most of our colleges and now 
even in our high schools, it is 
time for God’s people to sing, 
“Revive us again.” Our high 
schoolers are taught that we de- 
scended from a monkey, or frog, 
or tadpole. I am reminded of a 
poem: | 
Once I was a tadpole when I be- 

gan to begin; 

Then I was a frog with my tail 
tucked in. 

Next I was a monkey on a banyan 
tree 

And now I am a doctor with a 

Ph. D.” 

When high schools have clubs 
where no girl can be a member 
unless she proves she is no longer 
virtuous and has relationship with 
every boy in that club, it is high 
time for some old-fashioned re- 
vival preaching. 


In one California high school 
where I preached an amazing 
number of expectant mothers in 
one year were reported to me. 
I don’t know if that touches your 
heart or not, but it should do 
something tO you. When we have 
smoking, movie-going, dancing 
church members, we need to pray, 
“It is time for thee, Lord, to 
work: for they have.made void 
thy: law.” 


Dancing church members! You 
will never make me believe that 
a praying knee and a dancing 
foot will grow on the same leg. 
No girl can dance very long and 
retain her power to blush. The 
dance is the Devil’s way to the 
young girl and the young girl’s 
way to the Devil. There was a 
time when the dance was a half- 
way decent thing. A young man 
would politely bow and say, “May 
I have the honor of this dance?” 
and they would just hold finger 
tips, waltz around the room with 
four feet between them. But today 
a fellow says to -a’ girl, “Susie, 
may I borrow your frame for the 
next scramble?” and you cannot 
get a piece of tissue paper be- 
tween them. 


When pastors politic and con- 
nive, saying, “You have me at 
your church for a series of meet- 
ings and I will have you at mine,” 
it is time to pray for revival. You 
tickle me, I tickle you. It is time 
for revival when pastors brag at| ™ 
conventions exclaiming “My 
church is in the best condition it 
has ever been. Things are going 
swell. Say, is there a pastorless 
church in your section?” When 
preachers spend more time hunt- 
ing and fishing and golfing than 
seeking to win souls, our hearts 
should cry out for revival. To- 
day the Devil is slaying many 
preachers. Many are falling by 
the wayside. 


It is time for revival when 
preachers no longer believe in 
revivals. When college professors 
deny the fundamental truths of 
God’s Word, it is time to herald 
the revival note. When one denies 
the virgin birth or other great

gospel verities, he becomes a mod- 
ern Judas Iscariot and deserves a 
similar fate. When fundamental- 
ists ‘backbite, gossip, and devour 
one another with jealousy, envy, 
and malice, it is high time for 
revival. When preachers spend all 
their time on prophecy, claiming 
that we are in the last days and 
therefore are not supposed to win 
souls, it is time for revival, When 
youth leaders write books telling 
us to only preach fifteen or twen- 
ty minutes, it is time for revival. 
Somebody has said that today we 
want sermonettes by preacher- 
ettes for Christianettes in revival- 
ettes, 


When American women consider 
it fashionable to dress immodest- 
ly, it is time for revival. Some 
women today don’t wear enough 
clothing to keep a New Jersey 


mosquito warm on a hot August} 


night. Perhaps you ask, “Why 
don’t you. preach on women’s 
clothing?” How can I preach on 
women’s clothing when many! 
times there is just ‘nothing much 
left to preach on? 


When you go into churches and 
they are so cold you notice a re- 
semblance to the North Pole, it 
is time for revival. Most times 
it is true that when you go into 
an iceberg church you will usually 
find a polar bear in the pulpit. 

Yes, our only solution is a 
mighty revival. Somebody says 
that the day of revivals is over, 
but that lie was born of the Devil 
and hatched in Hell. My God is 
still on the throne. His promises 
are still yea and amen in Christ; 
the Lord Jesus is still seeking to 
save the lost; the Holy Spirit is 
still more powerful than all the 
atomic bombs; the Word can still 
blast the most stony hearts. It is 
up to us. Do we want revival? Are 
we willingeto pay the price? There 
are four vital steps we must take 
to revival. Christians must con- 
fess sin, get back to prayer, be 
filled with the Spirit, and travail 
for lost souls. 


Step Number One to Revival: 
Confession of Sin 

If We are going to have a re- 
vival in this country there must 
be a genuine time of confession of 
sin on the part of Christians. All 
great revivals are preceded by 
much contrition, conviction and 


condemnation of sin. Sin, from|** 


Eden to the last tick of your 
watch, is a withering curse that 
blights the world, saddens human 
life, and blackens human history. 
Sin is responsible for every broken 
heart, every ruined home, every 
prison, every grave. It is a deadly 
disease which contaminates with 
its. deadly virus every fiber of 
man’s being. Like an opiate, it 
deadens the will. Like a demon, it 
maddens the brain. Like obnoxious 
venom, it poisons the heart. Like 
a ravenous beast, if maims and 
cripples the soul; and like a fiend 
when it has bound its victim hand 
and foot, it drags him down the 
dread winding stairs that slope 
through darkness into the infernal 
regions of a never-ending Hell. Al- 
ways everywhere, the wages of 
sin is death. 


There can be no real revival 
until people confess and forsake 
sin. We must confess our world- 
liness, our waywardness, our 
wretchedness, We must confess 
that we have pomp but no power. 
We must confess that too often 
we live with the world on our 


backs instead of the world to our 
backs. I realize there are some 
people who say they never sin, 
but such people are as truthful 
as the man who said he walked 
down Pike’s Peak with a wildcat 
under each arm and never got 
a scratch. D. L. Moody said, 
“Whenever anyone openly claims 
he is so sanctified that he com- 
mits no sin, you had better put 
two detectives on his track. You 
will soon find out that his creed 
and his life do not agree.” 

The writer of Hebrews 13:8 
tells us that if we are without 
chastisement, we are not sons of 
God but. illegitimate children. 
Thus if God does not whip you 
you are not His child; and when 
He whips you, it is for sin. In the 
prayer the Lord taught His disci- 
ples in Luke, He told them to 
pray, “Forgive us our _ sins.” 
Notice that in the introduction He 
says, “Our Father.” Thus it is the 
Christian who is to pray this. 

John the Beloved says that if 
we confess our sins He is faith- 
ful and just to forgive us our sins. 
That was written to Christians, 
‘not unSaved ones. We often quote 
II Chronicles 7:14. There we see 
that God’s children are command- 
ed to turn from their wicked 
ways. The wise man says in. Pro- 
verbs 28:13, “He that covereth 
his sins shall not prosper: but 


whoso confesseth and forsaketh 


them shall have mercy.” In James 
5:16, James tells us to confess our 
faults one to another. In 4:17 he 
says, “To him that knoweth to do 
good, and doeth it not, to him it 
is sin.” Constantly you are guilty 
of that. All around you are people 
you should win to Christ, yet you 
don’t do it. 

Daniel, Ezra, and Nehemiah 
confessed their sins. Are you bet- 
ter than they? In Nehemiah 9:2 
we read that they separated them- 
selves and stood and confessed 
their sins and the iniquities of 
their fathers. In fact, they con- 
fessed one-fourth part of the day. 
It would take longer than that to 
confess the sins of America. If you 
want a good example of real Con- 
fessing of sin, turn to Psalm 51 
and see David on his face crying 
out, “Wash me thoroughly from 
mine iniquity, and cleanse me 
from my sin, For I acknowledge 
my transgressions: and my sin is 
ever before me. Against thee, thee 
only, have I sinned, and done this 
evil.... Purge me with hyssop, 
and I shall be clean: wash me, 
and I shall be whiter than snow 
.. Hide thy face from my sins, 
and blot out all mine iniquities.” 
If we can get people to honestly 
and sincerely do this, we will give 
the Devil a knockout blow. 


Step Number Two to Revival: 
Prayer 

Not only must we confess our 

sins, but we must get back to 


prayer. There is no other way to| 
revival. Prayer changes things and | | 
prayer changes people. If you are : 


too busy to pray, you are too busy.

be dispelled. As Solomon prayed 
at the dedication of the Temple, 
fire Came down from Heaven and 
the glory of the Lord filled the 
house. If people will pray fire will 
fall today on our services and we 
shall see the glory of God, Prayer 
should be to you a privilege, a 
real privilege, a blessed delight. 

How do people try to rear a 
family without prayer in these un- 
godly days? What do people do in 
the hour of need if they don’t go 
to God in prayer? 

Several years ago I was to 
leave Virginia to speak in a youth 
rally at the First Baptist Church 
in San Antonio, Texas. After buy- 
ing a coach ticket I only had forty 
cents’ left. This certainly would 
not buy much food for a long

journey. Less than a half-hour ere 
I was to leave I received a letter 
from a school teacher in Wash- 
ington state, three thousand miles 
away. In this letter she told me 
how she had been saved in one 
of my campaigns out there and 
she enclosed twenty-five dollars 
to help me proclaim the Gospel. 
I stood there in that post office 
and wept like a little baby, Thank 
God, I serve One who answers 
prayer! , 

In Matthew 21:22 we read, “And 
all things whatsoever ye shall ask 
in prayer, believing, ye shall re- 
ceive.” My life verse in Psalm 
84:11 says, “The Lord God is a 
sun and shield: the Lord will 
give grace and glory: no good 
thing will he withhold from them 
that walk uprightly.” Then Psalm 
81:10 declares, “I am the Lord 
thy God, which brought thee out 
of the land of Egypt: open thy 
mouth wide, and I will fill it.” 
Jeremiah 83:3 tells us, “Call unto 
me, and I will answer thee, and 
shew thee great and mighty 
things, which thou knowest not.” 
Paul tells us in Ephesians 3:20 
that He is able to do exceeding 
abundantly above all that we ask 
or think. 

Spurgeon said, “Little faith will 
take your soul to Heaven but 
great faith will bring heaven into 
your soul.” Let’s believe God in 
Prayer. Let us go to our prayer 
closets to plead the promises of 
God and then meet together in 
prayer groups to tarry there until 
the flood tides of Heaven come 
bubbling over our souls. 


Step Number Three to Re- 
vival: the Filling of the 
Holy Spirit 

Next, I am going to say that 
We must have a mighty outpour- 
ing of the Holy Spirit in order to 
have revival. No doctrine has 
been so abused and misused as 
the doctrine of the Holy Spirit. It 
is tragic that at this point a con- 
servative preacher has to take time 
out to declare that he is talking 
about that which is sane and 
sensible and Scriptural and not 
something fanatical. 

A Southern preacher once had a 
lady come to him to say, “Brother, 
if you just spoke in tongues you 
would be the greatest preacher in 
America.” The night he preached 


¢}on “Belshazzar’s Feast” and -the 


writing on the wall, ‘“Mene, Mene, 
this woman 
jumped up and shouted, “He’s got 
it! He’s got it! He’s got it!” I am 


¢jnot talking about something like 


that—something that gives us hot 
heads and cool hearts. We need to 
have a heart like a furnace and a 
head like a frigidaire. 

In Zechariah 4:6 we read that 
it is not by might nor by power 
but by my Spirit saith the Lord 
of hosts. Unless the Holy Spirit 
fills, the human spirit always fails. 
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To be filled with the Spirit is not 
an impossible condition but an 
imperative command. We are told 
in Numbers 27:18 that Joshua 
was a man in whom is the Spirit. 
John was in the Spirit on the 
Lord’s Day. And if more preachers 
and Sunday School teachers were 
in the Spirit on the Lord’s Day, 
revivals would break out. When 
we are filled with more Holy 
Spirit fire, more sinners are going 
to be saved from Hell fire, If our 
sermons don’t have more fire in 
them, we had better put those 
sermons in the fire. 

The Holy Spirit will come into 
our lives and not only burn up 
some things that need destroying 
but He will warm up some things 
that need unfreezing. He will 
cause us to be a peculiar people. 
Usually it is true that when you 
get out of step with the drum of 
this godless age you will be 
marching in tune to MHeaven’s 
harmony. We must dare to do 
differently from the world or we 
are doomed to die. Christ com- 
mands and commends courageous 
comrades. The Holy Spirit will 
cause us to have Christ on the 
throne and self on the cross in 
our lives. Only when we die to 
self can we live wholly and fully 
for Christ. The less of self we re- 
tain, the more of Him we can 
claim and attain. Then we will 
be able to say with John the Bap- 
tist, “He must increase, but I 
must decrease” (John 3:30.) Col- 
ossians 1:18 says, “That in all 
things he might have the pre- 
eminence.” 

Tell me, are you yearning to 
be filled With the*Spirit? The 
Word says in Matt 5:8, “Blessed 
are they which hunger and thirst 
after righteousness: for they shall 
be filled.” David eried, “Lead me 
to the rock that is higher than I.” 
Our Lord said in John 7:37, “If 
any man thirst, let him come unto 
me, and drink...out of his belly 
shall flow rivers of living water.” 
Again He says that He will pour 
water upon the thirsty. 

In Oklahoma City I had an ex- 
perience with the Holy Spirit that 
is too sacred to mention. Luke 
11:13 says, “How much more 
shall your heavenly Father give 
the Holy Spirit to them that 
ask Him?” I held a meeting in 
one of the largest Baptist church- 
es in Jacksonville, Florida, and 
the pastor there laughed at me 
and made fun of me, saying, “This 
verse is not for this dispensation. 
We are not supposed to pray for 
the Holy Spirit now.” Well, any- 
body who knows anything about 
Scripture knows that one cannot 
be saved without the Holy Spirit 
and our. bodies are His temple. 
The Lord said, “I send you an- 
other Comforter and He _ shall 
abide with you forever.” Paul 
tells us in Ephesians that we are 
sealed by the Spirit until the day 
of redemption. However, we are 
not filled with the Spirit as we 
should be. I am so tired of man- 
made programs, of running on hu- 
man sagem + of things worked 
up in the flesh. We need the 
oil of the Holy Spirit. We can- 
not get the job done without Him. 


Spirit, now melt and move 
All of our hearts with love. 
Breathe on us from above 
With old-time power. 


Step Number Four to Revival:

Last of all, I wish to stress that 
we must have a burning, yea, a 
deep yearning passion for souls. 
Proverbs 11:30 tells us that he 
that winneth souls is wise.

PRODIGAL PARENTS 


“What is the matter with the young birds nowadays? 
Why are so many of them so wild?” How often these ques- 
tions are asked in Wington when it is reported how many 
young birds quarrel and cheat and steal and stay out late 
at night! It is common knowledge that the Owl children and 
the Bat children sometimes stay out until dawn! 


Well, Mr. J. Edgar Kingbird 
says—and, being the Head of the 
FBI (the Feathered Bureau of In- 
vestigation) he should know—Mr. 
Kingbird says the real trouble 
with the young birds is the old 
birds—by which he means their 
fathers and mothers. 

For example, it is not surprising 
that the Owl children stay out 
until the wee small hours, be- 
cause their parents are night-owls 
themselves! Not so very long ago 
as Mr, and Mrs, Owl started out 
to their club one evening, Mrs.

But, back to Mr. J. Edgar King- 
bird. “So many parents,” he says, 
“being quite busy with parties 
and meetings of all kinds, allow 
their children to roam the woods 
and the fields, leaving the re- 
sponsibility of their up-bringing to 
nurses and neighbors and teachers 
and the Sunday School. But, it 
does not work,” says he, “because 
there is no substitute for the love 
and care and the personal atten- 
tion which every little bird needs 
and has the right to expect from 
its own father and mother. In 
general,” insists Mr. Kingbird, 
“the wildness of the young birds 
is accounted for by the neglect of 
the old birds.” 

A good example—or rather, a 
bad example—is Mrs. Cowbird. Do 
you know how she raises her 
children? She is too lazy to build 
her own nest and too taken-up 
with parties and clubs to hatch 
her own eggs. So, the other day 
while Mrs. Warbler was attending 
choir rehearsal, Mrs. Cowbird 
sneaked up to her nest and slipped 
one of her own eggs into the little 
brown pocket—then sneaked away 
again.
